HOME Secretary Theresa May 
said the Government was ’’com¬ 
mitted" to restoring the public's 
faith in the police and criminal 
justice system during a visit to 
the crime-hit Berecroft estate on 
Tuesday. 

The area has been plagued with drug 
problems and repeatedly targeted by 
arsonists and vandals in recent years, 
while last month, yobs made the neigh¬ 
bourhood's youth shelter and play area 
into a no-go zone for youngsters. 

Taken on a tour of the estate by 
Harlow MP Rob Halfon and community 
leaders, Mrs May then sat down with 
local residents to hear their views on the 
deep-rooted social problems underpin¬ 
ning crime in the area. 

Speaking to the Star after the ques- 
tion-and-answer session, the Home 


Scecretary said she had been given 
"plenty to think about" following her 
visit. 

"It's obvious from what I've seen 
today that this estate has great commu¬ 
nity spirit," she said. 

"What's really incredible is seeing the 
way local people have come together 
with local businesses, the housing asso¬ 
ciation and PCSOs to provide fantastic 
facilities like the youth shelter. 

"Even when those facilities have then 
been targeted by vandals, the communi¬ 
ty has refused to accept it and rallied 
around to repair the damage done." 

Asked if she felt punishments handed 
to low-level criminals for offences like 
vandalism were adequate deterrents, she 
admitted that the Government were keen 
to explore new ways of curbing repeat 
offending. 

"One of the things we are doing is 
looking at issues like restorative justice, 
which can work extremely well when 
the person who has committed a crime 
is actually faced with their victim. 


"We recognise the need across the 
criminal justice system to look at what 
kind of sentences are given, and also the 
need to make sure the courts work more 
quickly to ensure people can see justice 
being done. 

She added: "This has always been one 
of the public's biggest frustrations; that 
they report something and don't always 
feel as though they know what's hap¬ 
pened. 

"To address this, one of the things we 
have been piloting are crime maps, 
which can be found on www.police.uk 
and show the level of crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour in a given area. 

"We're also looking at how we can 
give people more information about 
what happened - for example, whether 
somebody was taken to court or sen¬ 
tenced - so they actually see the system 
is working. 

"I think that's very important in 
ensuring people have faith in their 
police force and the British justice sys¬ 
tem."

A HARLOW man is set to show TV 
viewers exactly why you wouldn’t 
want to Come Dine With HIM after 
appearing on the hit Channel 4 show 
with the aim of getting the lowest-ever 
score.

'Dangerous' batch 
of cocaine being 
sold, warn police 

POLICE have warned drug users dangerous 
batches of cocaine could be circulating in 
Essex after two people were hospitalised 
with suspected drug poisoning. 

Police and the East of England Ambulance 
Service issued the public warning this week 
after an 18-year-old needed specialist heart 
treatment and another was taken into inten¬ 
sive care. 

Essex Police said both had taken cocaine 
and warned dangerous batches could be in 
circulation. 

On Monday, an 18-year-old man from 
Chelmsford required specialist heart treat¬ 
ment after experiencing breathing difficul¬ 
ties shortly after taking the drug. 

Another patient, from the Tiptree area, was 
taken into intensive care at Broomfield 
Hospital on Monday after ingesting cocaine. 

A police spokesperson said: "Regular users 
are reminded not to source substances from 
unknown suppliers while others are advised 
to refrain from ingesting illegal drugs."

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Public urged to stand 
for police chief role 


Labour leader slams 'failing' Tory-run council 


LABOUR leader Ed Miliband blasted 
Harlow's Tory-run council for its "failure" 
to consult the public on important local 
issues during a visit to the town yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

Meeting with residents at the ASDA store 
in the Water Gardens ahead of today's 
local elections, he urged the public to vote 
for a Labour council "that will stand up for 
the things that matter to people in 
Harlow." 

"Times are tough and cuts are having to be 
handed down from Westminster, but I think 
what has really offended people about 
these issues is that there has been no con¬ 
sultation," Mr Miliband told the Star. 
"There is no proper sense that people are 
being asked their views on what the impor¬ 
tant local services are and what needs to 
be kept. 

"That's why Labour has made this a high¬ 
light of its campaign that we will take 
action to talk to the local community 
about what the services are and how we 
can go about protecting them." 

Branding Harlow Council's decision to 
offload five of its discretionary services to 
the voluntary sector a "controversy", Mr 
Miliband pledged that a Labour-run council 
would protect the town's "important facili¬ 
ties". 

"There is also a wider national context to 
this - David Cameron was given the benefit 
of the doubt by people two years ago and 
gave the promise of change but things 
aren't changing for the better they are 
changing for the worse. 

"We are saying we can make a difference 
to you and are really asking people to take 
a look at Labour and what we have to 
offer."

also visited the town earlier this week as 
the party brought out its big guns to sup¬ 
port local candidates. 

The shadow secretary of state for culture, 
media and sport dropped into The Square 
to chat to local musicians Paige Martin and 
Christy Holgarth and find out more about 
the work of the Rock School, a local youth 


group which has been hit by severe cuts to 
its funding. 

"Meeting the young people here today is a 
reminder of the incredible wealth of musi¬ 
cal talent we have here in the UK - talent 
that the Government should be champi¬ 
oning rather than threatening with its aus¬ 
terity cuts," she told the Star. 


THE public will be asked to 
elect a new police commissioner 
for Essex later this year - and 
Harlow residents are being 
urged to put themselves for¬ 
ward for the role. 

Both Conservatives and 
Labour are seeking local repre¬ 
sentatives to stand on their behalf 
in November's poll, while inde¬ 
pendent candidates are also invit¬ 
ed to apply. 

The commissioner - who will 
be paid up to £100,000 a year 
even if they only work part-time - 
will have the power to fire chief 
constables, as well as setting 
budgets and policing priorities. 

According to the Government 
- which is scrapping local police 
authorities to roll out the initiative 
nationwide - the new American- 
style system will make local 
forces more accountable to the 
communities they serve while 
giving the public a greater say in 
their day-to-day running. 

But critics of the flagship plans 
claim they are expensive and 
unnecessary, with electoral costs 
likely to favour established politi¬ 
cians and local dignitaries over 
independents. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon told 
the Star the new system would 
give residents more control over 
local policing priorities. 

"I think the police do an excel¬ 
lent job; however, many commu-

nities feel they don't have a prop¬ 
er say about police in their neigh¬ 
bourhood," he said. 

"By bringing in an elected 
police commissioner rather than 
an unaccounted police authority 
gives local people a voice. 

"Harlow has some experienced 
people who would make fantastic 
candidates - whether they are ex¬ 
police officers or have been sen¬ 
ior leaders in other fields, I am 
encouraging local people to go 
for it, and put themselves forward 
as the Conservative candidate." 

Labour's prospective parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for Harlow 
Suzy Stride also called on the 
public to put themselves forward 
- despite declaring the plans a 
"waste of money". 

"We have argued that the 
money for these police and crime 
commissioner elections would 
have been better spent on 3,000 
more police constables," she told 
the Star. 

"However, as this out-of-touch 
Tory-led Government is pushing 
ahead with the elections, we think 
it is now important that we do 
what we can to support the work 
of our police within this new 
structure and work to protect our 
communities in any way we can.”

other discretionary services. 

Only one of my comments is debateable: 
the possible closure of the Gibberd 
Gallery. 

Although I have heard Mr Charles say 
that the gallery is safe on several occa¬ 
sions, it depends what you mean by 


'safe'. Obviously, the space itself won't 
be demolished - it is embedded in the 
Civic Centre. 

Access is available to the public by stairs 
and lift from the ground floor. 

It houses Sir Frederick Gibberd's 
remarkable watercolour collection, 
which he left to the town. However, an 
empty space is not a working gallery. 

In the past few years, the gallery has 
been supported by the council and by a 
part-time council officer with experi¬ 
ence in the art world. 

With the help of the Harlow Art Trust 
and the Friends of Harlow Sculpture (of 
which I am the secretary) an extraordi¬ 
nary number of excellent exhibitions 
have been mounted. 

We don't need Joel Charles's 
patronising advice to get involved. We 
are and have been involved, unpaid, for 
many years. Now we shall be on our 
own. 

The funding provided will be 
withdrawn from all these fledgling 


enterprises. Unless we can raise funds 
it will be very chancy. 

So the spectre remains: an empty space 
with some lovely pictures round the 
perimeter and no one to explain them. 
Eventually someone in the council 
might think the space wasted and it will 
be gradually usurped by desks and 
computers. 

We have exciting plans for the gallery's 
future, and hope to expand our member¬ 
ship and volunteer base. 

But it is perilous, and so is the future of 
every one of the services. We ask all 
those who have enjoyed our various 
shows to join us in making the gallery 
even better. 

Incidentally, every time I have passed 
the rear gates of the Museum Garden in 
the past few weeks they have been shut. 
Will this lovely space, which also 
belongs to the town, soon be out of bounds?

Are we to be compensated 
for loss of television service? 


SIR, It has just come to my atten¬ 
tion that Harlow Council tenants 
will be deprived of free television 
reception at the end of this year. 

I was under the impression that 
the provision of a television signal 
through a cable was one of the 
services to which tenants were 
entitled. Are we to be compensat¬ 
ed for the loss of this amenity? 

As Labour is in agreement with 
both the Liberal Democrats and 
the Conservatives with respect to 
this cut in public service provi¬ 
sion, those unhappy with it have 
no choice in this week's election. 
When it was announced that 
digital television was to be intro¬ 
duced in this country, we were 
told that the new system would 
improve reception. 

It turned out that reception was 
worse and those who did not 
receive their signal through a 
cable had to install a new aerial, 
or a dish. 

In this respect, digital television 
is an inferior technology, and 
many viewers would not have 
adopted it had they been given 
the choice. 

The last Labour government was 
criticised for regarding the mar¬ 
ket as a god to which we should 
pay obeisance. However, when it 
came to analogue v digital televi¬ 
sion, the market was not allowed 
to determine the outcome. 


The Blair-Brown administration 
decided that exclusive use of the 
wavelengths on which analogue 
television signals were broadcast 
would be sold to mobile tele¬ 
phone providers. 

Members of the television¬ 
watching public were to be 
forced to adopt the new digital 
technology if they wished to con¬ 
tinue watching. 

Consumer choice was replaced 
by state diktat, so that the state 
and the telecommunication com¬ 
panies might benefit financially. 
Furthermore, viewers were 
obliged to pay, through their tel¬ 
evision licences, for the appara¬ 
tus by means of which digital 
signals were to be broadcast. 
Forty-odd years ago, Harlow 
took a step forward when the 
Development Corporation 
installed cable television. 

Now, thanks in part to the policy 
of the district council, we have 
the ugly spectacle of a plethora 
of aerials and dishes marring the 
town's skyline and council ten¬ 
ants who have purchased digital 
equipment in anticipation of 
switchover will be unable to 
receive through their cable the 
free digital broadcasts that they 
help finance through their televi¬ 
sion licence fees.

ing patrols has been cut by almost 15 per 
cent this year as the cash-strapped authority 
tries to balance its books. 

And with further austerity cuts expected 
to hit next year, the Institute Of Advanced 
Motoring fears that work to drive down the 
number of road casualties across the 
county will be "seriously compromised" 
by a lack of available funding. 

IAM chief executive Simon Best told 
the Star: "Austerity is forcing councils to 
make difficult choices, but the fact that 
these cuts only represent the first year of 
savings under the coalition’s spending 
review is deeply worrying. 

"Cutting road safety so hard makes no 
sense. The average wage of a lollipop lady 
is £3,000 a year while the cost of each 
road fatality is £1.6 million, so the returns 
on investment are huge. 

"Cuts of this scale risk lives as well as 
the UK’s table-topping status as the best in 
the world for road safety. The government 
needs to bring back casualty reduction 
targets so that councils make road safety a 
priority." 

The number of people killed or serious¬ 
ly injured on Essex roads has dropped 
from 884 to 630 over the past five years - 
and according to ECC cabinet member for 
highways and transportation Tracey 
Chapman, the authority remains on course 
to deliver further improvements despite its 
budgetary pressures. 

"All the work that we do is targeted to 
reduce the number of collisions on the 
county’s roads," she told the Star. 

"We are working with organisations 
such as the police through the Essex 
Casualty Reduction Board as part of a 
partnership approach to improve road 
safety - this approach enables us to make 
best use of different organisations’ skills 
and resources. 

"We will continue to focus on reducing 
the number of people who are seriously 
injured or killed on the county’s roads." 


Majority receive first 
choice primary school 

THE vast majority of parents have been 
offered their first or second choice of pri¬ 
mary or infant school for the next academic 
year, according to Essex County Council. 

A total of 87.62 per cent have secured their 
child a space at their first choice school, 
with 6.43 per cent getting their second, and 
2.45 per cent their third. 

However, 3.5 per cent of parents could not 
be given any of their preferences and have 
been offered a place at the nearest school 
with space available.

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Cutty £arK lives again' 


WORLD-FAMOUS cargo ship The Cutty 
Sark has been re-opened by The Queen 
and Prince Philip - five years after almost 
being destroyed by fire. 

Experts feared the worst after a blaze 
ripped through the 143-year-old clipper 
back in 2007, but the vessel has now 
been restored to its former glory by 
professional boatbuilders. 

The £50 million refurbishment project 
was completed earlier this year, and the 
historic ship was finally re-opened to the 
public at its dry-dock in Greenwich last 
week. 

It has been suspended in mid-air, so 
visitors can view it from below as well as 
climb aboard for a tour. 

Richard Doughty, director of the Cutty 


Sark Trust, told reporters: "It really has 
been a rollercoaster, but the great 
survivor Cutty Sark survived that fire. 

"I remember the fire chief calling me that 
day and saying the ship was alight from 
stem to stern. 

"Not only have we been able to bring her 
back, but we have saved so much of the 
original timber, the original features." 

The 94 foot ship was the fastest of her 
time, transporting cargo all over the 
world. 

It would have carried everything from fine 
teas to gunpowder, whisky and even 
buffalo horns. 

Mr Doughty added: "She was a power 
machine, built for speed. People flocked to 
see her. She's an icon of world heritage."

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Council 'wasted money'

A PROPERTY developer locked 
in a High Court battle with 
Harlow Council has accused the 
authority of wasting taxpayers’ 
money on ’’unnecessary" legal 
representation. 

Mo Ghadami argues the council has 
wasted "thousands of pounds" by send¬ 
ing four legal representatives - includ¬ 
ing a QC and junior counsel - to attend 


a hearing on April 2 he claims they 
needn’t have attended at all. 

The hearing itself - which related to 
contempt of court allegations levelled at 
the council's legal services manager 
Amanda Julian by the Iranian-born 
entrepreneur - had been listed in error 
by the court service and resulted in the 
Judge apologising to both parties for the 
"foul-up". 

But Mr Ghadami, who appeared as a 
litigant-in-person, told the court he had 
informed both the court service and 
Harlow Council of the error prior to the 


appearance - and blasted the authority 
for not heeding his warning. 

Speaking after the hearing, he told 
the Star: "I gave the council plenty of 
warning about not needing to attend, so 
why did they send four legal representa¬ 
tives? 

"I warned them because I knew the 
hearing had been listed in error and did¬ 
n’t want them to waste thousands of 
pounds of taxpayers’ money by sending 
a whole team of lawyers along - they 
don’t seem to know what they’re doing. 

"At a time when the council is clos¬ 


ing down local amenities because of 
lack of funds, I can't understand why 
they want to waste money like this." 

But a council spokesman told the 
Star the authority’s legal representa¬ 
tion was "justified" owing to the wide- 
ranging nature of allegations made by 
Mr Ghadami. 

He added the businessman still owed 
the council over £22,000 in unpaid cost 
orders from previous hearings - orders 
Mr Ghadami claimed were subject to 
appeal. 

"At the hearing on April 2, the Judge 


apologised and stated that he had no 
jurisdiction to hear the case, therefore 
would make no orders for costs or oth¬ 
erwise," he said. 

"The Judge added that neither party 
was at fault for attending the hearing. 

“He informed both parties that as the 
court had erred, an application could be 
made to the court for compensation. 

He added: "The council will continue 
to defend its position and that of its offi¬ 
cers against what it considers to be 
totally unmeritorious claims by Mr 
Ghadami." 


Police warn van 
drivers over spate 
of converter thefts 

POLICE are warning van drivers to be on 
their guard against metal thieves following 
a spate of catalytic converter thefts across 
Harlow. 

Since the start of April, crooks have 
struck in industrial areas including West 
Road, Edinburgh Way, South Road and 
Scimitar Park, mainly targeting Mercedes 
Sprinter vans. 

Incidents involving other vehicles with 
high ground clearance - including 4x4s - 
have also been reported in residential areas 
including Berecroft and Upper Mealines. 

Catalytic converters are often targeted by 
thieves because of their high precious metal 
content, but police believe an increasing 
number of stolen units are finding their way 
into the lucrative used parts market. 

Harlow Chief Inspector Ben Hodder told 
the Star: "Catalytic converter thefts are 
incredibly frustrating for vehicle owners, 
especially for traders who rely on their van 
for work. 

"If bolt cutters are used to remove the 
unit, it can cause extensive damage to a 
vehicle’s engine and leave the owner with a 
costly repair bill. 

"We are working hard to clamp down on 
this type of crime, but the thieves responsi¬ 
ble will often operate in gangs and move 
from town to town. 

"To make it more difficult for thieves, I 
would advise owners to take extra steps to 
protect their vehicles, which could include 
fitting security devices such as clamps or 
alarms."

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Will you be affected by 
the changes to ESA? 


L ONG-term sick and disabled people are 
among those who are affected by the 
Welfare Reform Act. 

This article covers some of the changes to 
Employment Support Allowance, which came 
into force at the end of last month. 

Employment support allowance (ESA) is paid to 
people who are not well enough to work. There 
are two types of ESA - income-related and 
contribution based. 

Income-related ESA is paid to people on low 
income who have savings or capital below a set 
limit. Contributory ESA is based on national 
insurance contributions and other qualifying 
conditions. 

Some young people with ill health or disabilities 
qualify for contributory ESA without meeting 
the national insurance contribution conditions. 
The 'ESA in youth' route to qualifying was 
introduced in recognition of the fact that many 
young people with long-term ill health or 
disabilities have not been able to establish a 
national insurance contribution record. 

From the end of April, contributory ESA will be 
limited to one year unless the claimant is 
placed in the 'support group'. 

The support group covers people with severe 
health conditions or disabilities. 

Currently contributory ESA is paid for as long 


as the claimant is not well enough to work. The 
last day benefit will have been paid to people 
who have already been receiving contributory 
ESA for at least one year was 30th April 2012. 
Young people who are entitled to 'contributory 
ESA in youth' are also subject to the one-year 
limit - unless they are in the support group. 
ESA in youth was abolished on May 1 for new 
claimants. 

People who lose their contributory ESA are 
advised to consider whether they should be in 
the support group and also check whether they 
are entitled to income-related ESA or other 
income-related benefits or tax credits. 

Many people receiving contributory ESA have 
incomes that are just above the income and 
savings threshold for income-related ESA and 
other income-related benefits and tax credits. 
The change introduced by the Welfare Reform 
Act means they will lose their contributory ESA 
- unless they are in the support group - and 
may be left with no independent income. 
Examples include couples where one person is 
working. The partner who loses his or her ESA 
will be left with no independent income if there 
is no entitlement to company sick pay or other 
income. 

The benefits system is complicated. Seek 
advice if you are unsure about your 
entitlements.

R ose-tinted 

recollections of readers’ 
schooldays continue to 
dominate the Nostalgia 
mailbag this week - including

"There were so many youngsters in 
the area at the time, it was the only 
thing they could have done to keep 
everyone happy," he said. 

"Thinking back, I can remember 
spending time on both sites before I 
left the school in 1966 after my 
family moved. 

"After doing a bit of digging, I 
discovered that the former church 
school - which was vacant at the

"I can only imagine some of her 
former pupils used to tease her 
because of her name - but naturally, 
the truth soon slipped out and 
became the talk of the playground!" 
He added: "Other teachers I can

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Dramatic growth of 
a New Town's soul 


By CHRIS MOSS 


FROM rolling farmland to 
thriving New Town, the 
fascinating history of Harlow 
is charted in an intriguing new 
play opening at the Playhouse 
next week. 


Written, directed and produced by 
local inclusive performing arts 
group Razed Roof, InForm 
follows the story of the town’s 
growth from modest village 
beginnings to its transformation 
into a pioneering post-war 
urbanisation. 


Funded by a £25,000 grant from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund, 
preparation for the project began 
eight months ago when the 
drama group's young members 

— many of whom have 
disabilities or learning difficulties 

- began interviewing local 
residents to gain first-hand 
accounts of what life was like in 
the early days of the New Town. 
Assisted by local historian Ron Bill 
and former Harlow Museum 
educational officer Claire Hooper, 
the group unearthed some 
fascinating stories - many of 
which have since been 
incorporated into the play's script. 
Razed Roofs artistic director 
Annette Lidster told the Star: 
"Rather than a straightforward, 
chronological history of the town, 
we wanted to tell its story through 
the eyes of the people who first 
moved here from London 
following the Second World War.

"The youngsters heard some truly 
fascinating stories and anecdotes 
when interviewing members of 
the public about their memories, 
and we've tried to incorporate as 
many as we can into the play to 
give the audience snapshots of 
what life was like at various 
stages of Harlow's development." 
The show will also acknowledge 
Harlow's status as the UK's first 
'Sculpture Town', exploring the 
role works by Henry Moore, 


Auguste Rodin and Barbara 
Hepworth have had in defining 
the town's cultural identity. 

"The town's sculpture collection is 
an amazing treasure trove, and 
we were keen to reflect Harlow's 
Sculpture Town status in the 
performance by linking each story 
with a sculpture," Annette added. 
"Putting the play together has 
been a rewarding and eye¬ 
opening experience for all of our 
members - we're now looking 


forward to sharing our discoveries 
with a wider audience."

MORE than 20 years after Beauty and the 
Beast became the first animated feature to 
contest the Oscar for Best Picture, Disney’s 
“tale as old as time” returns to multiplexes 
in a glorious new 3D print. 

Gary Trousdale and Kirk Wise’s fairytale still casts 
a heady spell, fashioning glorious family 
entertainment from the familiar European folk 
tale, with the clever additions of talking furniture 
and infectious songs. 

The tunes, conjured by composer Alan Menken 
and lyricists Howard Ashman and Tim Rice, are 
jaunty and lyrically wicked, the musical equivalent 
of sherbet, fizzing pleasantly on the tongue. 
Ballads gently tug the heartstrings, particularly 


Belle and the Beast’s dance beneath a twinkling 
chandelier performed to the haunting theme 
song. 

But it’s the film’s huge heart which beats loudest, 
reducing us to tears as the final petal of the 
enchanted rose falls. 

The story follows spirited Belle (voiced by Paige 
O’Hara) as she swaps places with her inventor 
father (Rex Everhart) as prisoner of the accursed 
Beast (Robby Benson) and falls for her hirsute 
host. 

Musclebound rival suitor Gaston (Richard White) 
leads the torch-wielding villagers against the 
Beast, but the rabble meets its match in the 
enchanted servants, led by tightly wound 
pendulum clock Cogsworth (David Ogden Stiers) 
and flirtatious candlestick Lumiere (Jerry Orbach). 
Beauty and the Beast is arguably Disney’s finest 


hand-drawn animation, edging ahead of The Little 
Mermaid and The Lion King in terms of heartfelt 
emotion. We completely believe the relationship 
between the central characters and their love for 
each other. 

The screen bursts with colour throughout, and 
even though the animation looks dated now, 
which is to be expected, the characters still retain 
impressive detail, especially in their facial 
expressions. 

The film is preceded by an amusing animated 
short, Tangled Ever After, which continues the 
romance of Rapunzel (voiced by Mandy Moore) 
and her handsome suitor (Zachary Levi) to their 
disaster-laden wedding day.

Few estate agents use floor plans in their 
property particulars, yet our research has 
shown that buyers overwhelmingly prefer 
them to the usual write-up and written 
dimensions.

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A varied tenant mix can 
spread risk for landlords

THE commercial property industry has 
been experiencing a rough ride for the past 
three years and the forecasts for 2012 going 
into 2013 show that all the forecasts remain 
gloomy. 

The demand for both retail and office 
space is still falling, despite many landlords 
offering increasing incentives to secure 
medium to long-term tenancies. This is 
happening across the country and here in 
the south-east, where there is a traditional 
resilience against national trends, the 
pattern is no different. 

With little sign of any meaningful growth in 
the economy, landlords now need to 
abandon traditional ideas on tenancy and 
occupation and have to think more 
radically in terms of how they attract what 
few tenants are out there and how they 
guard against the risk of sustained vacancy. 
Many landlords cling tenaciously to the 
idea of serving a specific industry sector 
and are too wedded to the idea of long¬ 
term lease contracts. In a prospering 
economy, this approach makes sense - get 
good, stable tenants at good rates,and tie 
them in for the long-term. The tenants, 
confident that business will grow in the 
years ahead, sign up to such deals and are 
quite happy to be locked into 
arrangements that commit them for a 
decade or more. 

It is difficult to maintain that policy in a 
recession but many landlords are equally 
concerned about offering short-term leases 
to businesses that themselves may be 
shaky. Traditionally, commercial property 
has been managed on the basis of long¬ 
term principles. The main asset - the 
buildings - are amortised over many 
decades. 


Prudent financial forecasting and 
management requires the long-term view. 

If a building is to pay for itself, be profitable 
and retain its value, then the tenants need 
to be secured for as long a term as 
possible. 

In 2011 commercial property values 
declined by an alarming 30 per cent by the 
end of the year, reflecting the decline in 
occupancy and the lack of demand. Few 
people want to buy half-empty buildings, 
particularly when there’s precious little light 
at the end of the tunnel. 

French & Jupps believes that one way to 
manage the risks associated with poor 
demand and a sluggish economy is to 
attract a wide mix of businesses and 
industries and to offer the market what it 
wants - not what you feel you have to offer 
it. 

Our view is to keep space occupied and 
make that space available to businesses on 
very flexible terms. A varied tenant mix 
spreads the risk for the landlord. 

In a recessionary economy a lot of 
organisations focus more on short-term 
issues. This is to be expected - the 
economic environment dictates that short¬ 
term survival is more important than the 
10-year-plan. So businesses look for short¬ 
term, flexible and low-commitment options 
in all aspects of their operations - office 
and space rental included. 

As there is a substantial reluctance to 
commit to long-term agreements, landlords 
who demonstrate flexibility will attract not 
only existing businesses looking for less 
onerous terms but new ones who are just 
starting to make their way into the 
economy. 

Interestingly, when the economy starts to 
stabilise, such tenants tend to stay put. So 
they end up being long-term anyway.

the Torque-On-Demand 4x4 system 
fitted to the top variant. 

It’s one of those set-ups that is 
constantly able to shunt torque around to 
the wheel that has most grip, so that 
power is always used efficiently. 

Unlike some of its rivals, this system 
also has a ‘Lock’ mode, selectable 
should you be on very loose or slippery 
surfaces or find yourself with your 
Korando somewhere you really 
shouldn’t have ventured in the first 
place. Here, drive is allocated equally 
between front and rear wheels to give 
you the best possible chance of 
extricating yourself. 

But of course much of this will be pretty 
irrelevant for the majority of potential 
Korando buyers, most of whom will 
probably opt for a front-driven two- 
wheel drive model. So what will one of 
these feel like in this cars more natural 
habitat, on Tarmac? 

Well, not as sharp as one of the class¬ 
leading contenders in this segment, I 
have to say. The steering’s a little too 
vague and the ride a little too wallowy 
for that. You also have to get used to the 
diesel engine’s rather narrow power 
band, with all the torque arriving in 
something of a rush. 

Styling-wise, this Giugiaro-penned 
shape is actually quite a handsome 
thing, with a squat stance, beefy wheel 


arch bulges, an artfully-sculpted front 
end and a sharply-rising belt line. 

For those interested in the technicalities, 
this is SsangYong's first vehicle built on 
a modem monocoque chassis instead of 
an old-school separate body-on-frame. 
This offers a number of benefits in 
terms of suspension refinement. 

The interior is cleanly styled, if a little 
generic. Hide the badge on the steering 
wheel and few would be able to identify 
quite what car they were sitting in. 
Storage is reasonably ample with an 
ample-size central cubby and decently- 
shaped side door pockets. 

You can’t argue with the amount of rear 
seat space on offer. This is the only car 
in this class (premium brand models 
included) able to comfortably transport 
three fully-sized adults on the back seat 
for any distance. 

Boot space isn’t as generous as that 
provided by some class-leaders but, at 
486 litres, its a lot more than you get in 
a Nissan Qashqai and is adequate. 

Plus of course as usual, you can push 
forward the 60:40 split-folding rear seat 
to extend it if necessary. 

It's hard to think of a car maker that has 
come so far, so quickly, as SsangYong. 
Korando is the best thing the company 
makes and feels a million miles and 20 
years better than its predecessor.

S sangYong is a Korean brand with a 
heritage that goes all the way back to 
1950. 

Back then, one of this makers most 
important models was badged 
E"Korando. It still is. Which makes this 
one of the longest serving models of all 
time. 

Despite that, it’s a car with a badge and 
a design that have zero recognition 
across the market segment in which it 
must compete against Qashqai-like 
crossover models and the soft-roading 
lifestyle-orientated small SUVs just like 
them. We’re talking about the budget 
end of this sector of course. Cars like 
Kia’s Sportage and Hyundai’s iX35 
rather than Toyota RAV4s or Honda 
CRVs. And five seat-only models, since 
that’s what this is. 

It’s a part of the market you’d think even 
an unknown manufacturer might enjoy 
some success if it was able to offer a 
good looking car with more power, 
greater interior space and higher 
equipment levels than its rivals at a more 
affordable price. And that’s exactly 
what’s on the table here. 

This Korando offers smart Italian 
Giugiaro styling. A purpose-designed 
2.0 litre diesel engine that can be more 


powerful than anything else remotely 
comparable. 

For the first time in a SsangYong, a 
monocoque chassis for sensible school 
run ride and handling. And a high 
specification at prices that make 
opposition models look needlessly 
expensive. 

A good proposition on paper then. But 
then it would need to be for this car to 
overcome the ‘what on earth is it’ factor 
and somehow gain a foothold in this 
talented market segment. Is it capable of 
doing just that? 

SsangYong has developed 2.0 litre petrol 
and diesel engines with 149PS for this 


model, but we tried the 175PS diesel 
version which, perhaps not surprisingly, 
is quicker than just about all its 
competitors, 60mph achievable from rest 
in 9.9s on the way to a theoretical 
maximum of 112mph. 

This car has 360Nm of torque, which 
means it can tug 2.0 tonnes: the 1.7-litre 
Kia and Hyundai rival models that are 
similarly priced can manage just 1.3 
tonnes. Quite a difference. There’s also 
an 80kg towbar limit. It is, in summary, 
the most powerful towing car in its class. 
This will sell many people this car right 
off the bat, whatever its other attractions. 
These people will probably also want

class cricket so I am really looking for¬ 
ward to seeing them both play for 
Harlow.” 

He added: “All these three new players 
will be important additions to the squad.” 

Harlow were promoted at the end of 
last season as Shepherd Neame Essex 
League division two champions. 

Despite an element of inexperience, 


Heskett is confident his team can 
respond to the challenge in division one. 

Their league campaign begins at 
Loughton on May 12. 

Heskett said: “I believe we have a very 
strong side with strength in depth in both 
the batting and bowling departments. 

“A lot of our side, however, have very 
little experience playing in such a high 
standard so we need to take each week as 
it comes.”

Heskett feels there are various young¬ 
sters such as all-rounders Anthony Webb 
and Luke Monger who can make an 
impact, but that experience will also play 
a key role. 

“We all know how reliable Andy 
McGarry and Ahmed Khawaja as consis¬ 
tent performers with both bat and ball,” 
said Heskett.
